But they're using tactics com­ 
pletely different from those of the 
Canadian governm ent which In 1946 
not only investigated a spy ring, 
but found It. sm ashed it and sent 
people to jail. 
The Canadian governm ent made 
its investigation privately. When it 
felt it had enough evidence to send 
certain people to jail, it made the 
evidence public. And those people 
were convicted and Jailed. 
Opposite Method Here 
Some innocent people were dragged 
into the investigation. The Canadian 
government checked them . W hen It 
found they were innocent it saved 
Diem from injury by never making 
their nam es public, It could do that 
because Its investigation was private. 
But the opposite method is being 
used here, especially by Die House 
un-Am erican 
activities committee, 
which is digging into the alleged 
wartime spy ring here. 
Tile Senate investigating com m it­ 
tee, which is looking into the gov­ 
ernm ent's loyalty program, has let 
its witnesses accuse only one m an 
by name. 
Tactics Criticized 
But before the un-Am erican ac­ 
tivities committee, confessed former 
Communists have trotted up to the 
stand and publicly denounced a 
number of men — some of them 
formerly high in this government — 
as Communists or tools of American 
Communists and Russian agents. 


If th ase m en — or some of them 
— prove to be innocent of the chars- ! 
es made against them, they've a1- j 
ready suffered bitter dam age from j 
having their names dragged into the 
case at all. 
These tactics have now been se- ! 
verrly criticised not only by Presi­ 
dent T rum an but by at least two 
leading newspapers, the New York I 
Times and the W ashington Evening 
Star. 
Grand Jury (’an’t Indict 
Mr. Trum an said neither investi­ 
gation so far has produced anything 
that bas not long been known to the 
FBI.
